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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

On August 1 the FCC "...issued a 
Notice of Proposed Rule Making on Morse 
code testing of persons with disabilities. 
At an open meeting, the commissioners 
“announced NPRM 90-356, proposing 
amended rules "to accommodate those 
persons who, because of severe handicaps, 
have extraordinary difficulty in passing 
the higher speed Morse code telegraphy 
examinations for amateur operator 
licenses." The subject had been broached 
earlier in the June 29 and July 13 ARRL 
letter. "For some initial reactions to the 
FCC’s proposal, see "Happenings" in 

September QST." (The ARRL Letter 
August 10 and 24; the W5YI Report 
August 15 1990. 


"Richard A. Burton, formerly WB6JAC, 
was convicted in federal court July 20 of 
illegally operating a radio transmitter. 
"Burton, arrested May 17 following an 
investigation by Los Angeles area FCC 
engineers acting on complaints from 
amateurs, had been charged with three 
felony counts of violating sections 301 and 
501 of the US Code. "In the early 1980s 
Burton’s license was revoked for Part 97 
violations. "After his appeals were turned 
down he was ordered off the air, but he 
continued to operate using his rescinded 
WB6JAC call sign. "On January 15, 1984, 
US District Court Judge Manuel Real 
sentenced Burton on four misdemeanor 
counts of operating a transmitter without 
a license." Following appeals, Burton 
served seven months in jail and five years 
on probation.” (The ARRL Letter, August 
10, 1990). 


On August 2, FBI agents assisted by 
FCC investigators arrested Anthony V. 
Marcantonio, KA2ZGE, of Queens, NY, 
and seized 20 pieces of his radio 
transmitting equipment. "FCC earlier had 
responded to complaints that Marcantonio 
was "interfering with amateur radio 
communications by transmitting 
unidentified, disruptive signals on the 
two-meter amateur radio band," according 
to FCC. "On July 27, FCC investigators, 
using direction finding equipment, traced 
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the signal to the Marcantonio home," FCC 
said. "The investigators discussed the 
situation with a family member who then 
shut the transmitter off. "The 
transmissions resumed that evening and 
continued into the next day.."It was then, 
according to FCC, that Marcantonio made 
death threats over the radio against an 
FCC investigator. "Marcantonio was 
charged with making threats by radio, a 
felony carrying a penalty of up to five 
years in prison, a $250,000 fine, or both." 
A federal judge set Marcantonio’s bond at 
$50,000 following a hearing. (FCC. public 
notice, Aug. 14, 1990.)" 


The FCC has sent letters to 19 net 
and bulletin station managers which 
operate in the 20 meter band and are 
involved in "on-going disputes" which 
have been occurring for some time. 


Commenting on the response received, 


FCC observed "It is obvious that the 
amateur community desires that the 
disputes be resolved amicably and that 
potentially restrictive rule making be 
avoided.". "The plans recommend...that 
the amateur community be allowed to 
continue addressing this problem 
internally. "Interest in this approach as a 
model for future dispute resolution in the 
amateur community has also been 
expressed by other observers." 
FCC’s Special Services Branch Chief, 
Robert H. McNamara wrote on August 9 
"...Therefore, I am extending until 
February. 1, 1991, the date for you and 
other interested amateur service licensees 
to develop the joint plan." The League 
(ARRL) maintains that the disputes - 
involving three sticking points - are 
resolvable by enforcement of existing FCC 
regulations: * One-way broadcasts, if they 
go beyond accepted norms for such 
transmissions on the amateur bands are 
illegal; * Third-Party traffic, which is 
allowed only when a formal agreement 
exists’ between countries; * Malicious 
interference, which is illegal always. 
(ARRL Letter 08/24/90)(Westlink Report 
08/17/90).

On July 27, the ARRL filed its legal 
brief with the US Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia Circuit in the 
matter of the proposed reallocation of the 
220-222 MHz band to the private land 
mobile service. The brief reiterates the 
League’s position, which already has 
appeared in QST. Oral arguments in the 
case of ARRL VS FCC and the United 
States of America are scheduled for 
November 16, 1990. (ARRL Letter, 
08/24/90). 


While it is not allowable to request a 
specific call sign, any amateur may swap 
his current call for another one. This 
little-used option is available by filing 
with FCC a Form 610 and requesting a 
change in call sign (Item 2E). In return, 
the applicant will be issued a call 
appropriate for his license class, from the 
standard rotation of new calls. (ARRL 
Letter 08/24/90).

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"Amateurs in New Mexico and western 
Texas using the 420-450 KHz band have 
been asked by the Department of Defense 
to step up efforts to avoid 
interference to the White Sands Missile 
Range. Amateurs in the area already are 
restricted to 50 watts PEP, on a 


secondary, non-interference basis, within 


the White Sands Restricted area. "The US 
Air Force...recently asked the FCC to add 
an additional rule for the White Sands 
Restricted Area. This would require 
amateur operators to coordinate any 
operations in the 420-430 MHz band with 
the White Sands DOD AFC before 
operating there. We understand that this 
request has been approved by the FCC, in 
principle, and will be incorporated in the 
future." (ARRL Letter, 08/24/90). 


"at least one United States amateur 
now faces severe sanction from FCC for 
violating Part 97 rules dealing with 
restrictions on news gathering for the 
press using ham radio. “It appears that 
William Parker, (licensee of Amateur 
station W4YKH) may now be in serious 
trouble after he was monitored and 
recorded while allegedly acting as an 
information source for the..." NBC’s 
"Network News Department during the 
Trinidad incident three weeks 
ago."(late July) For example (C6ANX to 
W4YKH): "...a truce has been arrived at, 
lets put it that way...at this time. QSL?" 
"W4YKH: Oh that’s very good" Yeh We’re 
just feeding this stuff into NBC News, up 
here in Washington, D.C.,and you’ve been 
doing a good job all day; we’ve been 
listening..."

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American Radio Relay League Report

This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL 
LETTER and other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio

CONFRONTATION. 

Ed: Highlights of editorial from Sept QST. 
It’s timely and important message warrants 
everyone’s consideration. 


As we go forward to WARC-92 we have 
much to be proud of. But there are also 
some disturbing trends. One of the most 
troubling is an increase in on-the-air 
confrontation. It’s hurting us; it has to 
‘stop! 


At any given time, about 98% of the 
communications in the ham bands are going 
along just fine. There are no big problems, 
and if little ones develop -- two stations 
finding themselves on the same frequency, 
for example -- they’re resolved amicably and 
without fanfare. QRM? No problem -- just 
move up or down the band a nudge. Like 
two lanes of traffic merging into one, if 
there’s mutual respect and _ everyone 
behaves the bottleneck is soon past and 
forgotten. 


Unfortunately, there’s the other 2%. 


Just like gridlock in a busy intersection, 
it doesn’t much matter who’s right and 
who’s wrong. Anyone who could have 
avoided the confrontation is at fault, and 
the innocent people who end up suffering 
are right to want them held accountable. 


We know how to deal with traffic 
problems. We require that drivers know 
the rules of the road, and we pay taxes so 
police will be around to enforce them. If 
someone thoughtlessly cuts us off or passes 
us going a few miles an hour over the speed 
limit, we don’t chase after them and try to 
force them to the side of the road; that 
behavior would be too crazy even to 

contemplate, and more of a hazard than 
what provoked it. 


With the help of auto-patches and 
cellular telephones, good citizens can aid in 
their apprehension without endangering 
themselves or others. 
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Why don’t we do the same on the ham 
bands? Why don’t we shrug off the occa- 
sional discourtesies, leave the minor 
infractions to the routine "traffic patrols," 
and deal with what we believe to be major 
violations by alerting the authorities? Why, 
instead, do we end up with on-the-air 
confrontations where everyone loses? 


First, some of us don’t realize that there 
are routine patrols of the ham bands. But 
there are. Hundreds of ARRL Official 
Observers carry on a sixty-year tradition by 
calling attention to operating discrepancies 
in a friendly, constructive manner -- but to 
avoid a defensive response, never on the air. 


Second, some of us have lost faith in the 
ability of the authorities to maintain order. 
Radio amateurs who have lost faith should 
take heart from the record of FCC Chair- 
man Alfred Sikes. In his first year in that 
post, Mr Sikes has made it very clear that 
he is committed to enforcement. What had 
been a trickle of news releases detailing 
FCC enforcement actions has become a 
steady stream. 


They should also take heart from the 
performance of our own Amateur Auxiliary 
to the FCC’s Field Operations Bureau. 
While the Commission’s monitoring 
resources are limited by budgetary 
constraints, well-trained members of the 
Amateur Auxiliary help plug the gap by 
providing evidence good enough to be used 
in Commission enforcement actions. And it 
is being used;: patient work is reaping 
dividends. 


At the very least, let’s not be guilty of 
compounding the problem. When the 
authorities do draw a bead on the guys in 
the black hats, we want them to have a 
clear field of fire. -- Dave Sumner, K1ZZ

TESTING OF DISABLED. 

A Notice of Proposed Rule Making on 
Morse code testing of persons with dis- 
abilities was made on August 1. This 


NPRM 90-356 was made "to accommodate _ 


those persons who, because of severe 
handicaps, have extraordinary difficulty in 
passing the higher speed Morse code teleg- 
raphy examinations for amateur operator 
licenses." 


While the subject had been broached 
earlier (see ARRL Letter, June 29 and July 
13, 1990), specific written information was 
not made available until after the Arrl 
Board of Directors had held their second 
1990 meeting late last month. 


For some time, volunteer examiners 


have exercised discretion in accommodating 


persons with disabilities, giving them 
several options in the testing of Morse 
proficiency. Rules say "The administering 
VEs must accommodate an examinee whose 
physical disabilities require a special exami- 
nation procedure. The administering VEs 
may require a physician’s certification 
indicating the nature of the disability 
before determining which, if any, special 
procedures must be used." 


On July 18, in a letter to volunteer 
examiner coordinators, FCC went a step 
further, asking VECs to "please expand the 
special procedures the VEs make to accom- 
modate handicapped individuals." 


In that same letter, they said "The 
Commission’s policy is to exempt from the 
13 and 20 wpm examinations persons 
holding a current, or within the renewal 
grace period, Novice, Technician, General, 
or Advanced Class operator license who, 
because of their severe handicaps, cannot 
pass these examinations even when the 
above special accommodation procedures 
are used." 


At the same time, volunteer examiners 
were given specific instructions for 
obtaining a physician’s certificate (to the 
examinee’s disability) as well as guidelines 
for applying to FCC for a total waiver of 
the 13 and 20 wpm Morse examinations for 
those individuals. 
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In its June 15 statement, FCC codified 
procedures for accommodating disabled 
applicants, saying that special testing -- 
such as substituting a sending for ~a 
receiving test, or pausing the CW tape to 
allow the examinee to speak or otherwise 
communicate the message to the examiner - 
- now could only be done given a 
physician’s certificate of disability. 


The aim in accommodating disabilities is 
to encourage the applicant to make a "good 
faith effort" to. pass the exam. In a recent 
letter to its volunteer examiner teams, the 
ARRL said “In most cases, the (flexibility 
specified by FCC) will allow the candidate 
to pass the Morse code examination on 
his/her own -- therefore not requiring a 
waiver of the Morse code requirement 
because these procedures may have accom- 
modated the severe handicap or disability.” 


In its letter to license applicants, ARRL 
says "We would hope that you have at least 
attempted to pass the examination using 
the new, more flexible examination pro- 
cedures announced by the FCC June 15, 
1990. 


The Morse requirement in its most basic 
form has not been eliminated -- waivers are 
available only to applicants already holding 
at least a Novice Class license. This meets 
international requirements (for operation 
below 30 MHz) that the licensee have 
demonstrated a knowledge of Morse. 


ARRL also has provided volunteer 
examining teams with instructions to physi- 
cians, along with the proper form for the 
physician’s letter to follow. Since physi- 
cians generally are not Morse proficient and 
may have little idea of the skills and abili- 
ties needed to become so, the League’s 
instructions to them contain a brief tutorial 
on both Morse code and on how Morse 
examinations normally are administered. 


The NPRM 90-356 closes with this: 
"\..the proposed rule changes would be more 
efficient and effective than reviewing 


“ waiver requests from severely handicapped 


individuals on a case-by-case basis." The 
Commission asks for comments "on all 
aspects of this proposal.”

It is anticipated that volunteer exam- 
iners in particular will have something to 
say, both about the proposal itself and 
about the way in which the new procedures 
were announced, then spelled out, and 
finally followed by an NPRM initiated by 
the Commission itself. 


As the League noted in its latest 
message to VE teams, now that an NPRM 
has been issued, the time has arrived for 
examiners "to express their philosophical 
and procedural concerns." 


BLIND HAM HONORED AT WHITE 
HOUSE. A 21-year old Extra Class ham 
who has been totally blind since age 9 has 
yaareceived the Recordings for the Blind 1990 
_ Scholastic Achievement Award. Scott 
Charles LaBarre, KTQU, of Woodbury, 
Minnesota, a recent graduate of St. John’s 
University, in Collegeville, Minnesota, 
received a check for $3,000 from the 
General Electric Company for "extraordi- 
nary scholarship, intellect, enterprise, and 
service to others.” 


LaBarre, who plans to enter law school 
this fall, earned his Novice license at age 13 
and his Extra by 14, through the Golden 
Valley, Minnesota-based Handi-Ham 
System. For more information on Handi- 
Hams, who have helped thousands of dis- 
abled people to become licensed, write to 
Courage Handi-Ham System, 3915 Golden 
Valley Road, Golden Valley MN 55422. 


DXCC AUTOMATION UPDATE. 

A little known benefit of DXCC automation 
currently underway is that QSL cards will 
need be submitted only once for the multi- 
tude of awards now available from DXCC. 
Once a card has been processed and logged 
with call sign, date, band and mode, credit 
will be available in future years for an 
applicant’s band and mode endorsements. 


That’s the good news. The flip side is 
that the DXCC backlog is expected to 
worsen somewhat over the next year or 
more, as the process of "backfilling" 
continues. Several HQ staffers are working 
overtime (up to 40 hours a week) on the 
initial phases of automating the DXCC 
Branch, which now is processing submis- 
sions made in March. Mail received after 
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June 1, which will be processed in 
September, will be the first to be done 
entirely by computer. At that time, the 
process of backfilling will accelerate, adding 
temporarily to the backlog. 


OH! WHAT AN EXPEDITION. 

An all-Finnish team will invade the 
Caribbean island of Curacao in _ the 
Netherlands Antilles for the 1990 CQ 
Worldwide DX Contest. 55 operators and 
40 support personnel will occupy both the 
Coral Cliff Hotel (a longtime Amateur 
Radio haven) as well as clear out acres of 
brush adjacent to the hotel in order to set 
up additional stations in construction 
trailers. 


Radio Team Finland will sign PJ9W on 
SSB for the ’phone contest the last week- 
end of October, and PJ9A on CW at the end 
of November. Towers and antennas are 
currently being assembled and tested in 
Finland by OH6RM before shipment to the 
island.’ They will include a wire beams on 
160 meters, a 3-element Yagi on 80 and 
stacked Yagi arrays on 40-10 meters. Rigs 
will be 15 Yaesu FT-1000s, with amplifiers

attract young people to technical pursuits, 
Carole Perry, WB2MGP, recently addressed 
members of the Society of Women 
Engineers at their meeting in New York.

* On July 27, the ARRL filed its legal 
brief with the US Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit in the matter 
of the proposed reallocation of the 220-222 
MHz band to the private land mobile 
service. The brief reiterates the League’s 
position, which already has appeared in 
QST. Oral arguments in the case of ARRL 
vs FCC and the United States of America 
are scheduled for November 16, 1990. 


* The ARRL Library has expanded. 
Weather Satellite Handbook by WB8DQT 
now is available and initial interest in this 
publication has been very strong. Cost is 
$20 plus $3.50 shipping and handling. For 
VHFers, the proceedings of the 24th 
Central States VHF Conference, held July 
26-29, also is available, for $12.00. 


* While it is not allowable to request a 
specific call sign, any amateur may swap his 
current call for another one. This little- 
used option is available by filing with FCC 
a Form 610 and requesting a change in call 
sign (Item 2E). In return, the applicant 
will be issued a call appropriate for his 
license class, from the standard rotation of 
new calls. 


* The League once again has asked FCC ; 


to take action on international intruders in 
our HF bands; cited this time were two 
Soviet stations on 20 meters, as well as five 
intruders on 17 meters, coming from China, 
Argentina, the Soviet Union, and Sudan. 


* AMSAT has announced that the 1990 
AMSAT Space Symposium will be held at 
NASA’s Johnson Space Center Visitor’s 
Center in Houston on Oct. 19-21, and will 
be hosted by the Johnson Space Center 
Amateur Radio Club (W5RRR). The sympo- 
sium will feature talks on amateur space 
communications and related subjects includ- 
ing the new Microsats.

Soviet physicians received advice and 
encouragement from several American 
medical specialists during his first few 
weeks of hospitalization.

VIRGINIA EXERCISES PLAN USING AMATEUR RADIO 
by Steve Czaikowski, WB4ZTR 


Virginia Operational Plan Exercise (VOPEX) 1-90 was held August 7-8, 1990, 
at the North Anna Nuclear Power Station. 


Virginia RACES responsibility is quoted from the "VOPEX Administrative 
Instructions and Scenario": "RACES will provide the primary fixed formal message 


means of radio backup communications between the State and local government EOCs, 


Evacuation Assembly Centers and state staging and operational sites. NOTE: RACES 
communications will be established during Site Area Emergency if not earlier.” 


The purpose of this VOPEX drill was to provide training and familiarize 
participants in the radiological emergency response procedures that are outlined by 
local, state, and federal requirements. The event centered around a hypothetical 
earthquake which lead to a simulated radiological emergency at the North Anna Power 
Station. The exercise was controlled by the Virginia Department of Emergency 
Services, and evaluated by a number of Federal agencies, including the Federal 
Aaya Management Agency (FEMA) and the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
NRC). 


Participants included many Virginia State agencies including Agriculture, Air 
Pollution, Governor’s Office, Social Services, State Police, Extension Services, and 
Department of Emergency Services; the local governments of Caroline, Hanover, Louisa, 
Orange, and Spotsylvania Counties; and the facility operator, Virginia Power. 


RACES set up communications among and between the following locations: Virginia 
Primary EOC (Emergency Operations Center) in Richmond (WB4ZTR, K4LMY, N4EXQ, 
WA4YPV, WA4FEJ, W4JLS); Virginia Power Innsbrook Technical Center (WA2FDA, 
AA4SV); Louisa County EOC (NM4R, N4FWA, W6UZ); North Anna Power Station 
LEOF (Local Emergency Operations Facility) (K4MTX, W2HD); Caroline County EOC 
(AA40H, KK4YR); Caroline County EAC (Emergency Evacuation Assembly Center) 
(KM4IN); Hanover County EOC (WA4CQX, N4YSD); Patrick Henry High School, 
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Public Service Report - Continued 


Hanover County (KB4LIH); Hanover County EAC (WA4OPW, KB4VUT; Hanover 
Communications Center (KC4BRT); Spotsylvania EOC (KA4ERP, KB4XF, WB4IUB, 
N4WB, K4ME); Spotsylvania EAC (WB4LNT, N4LZJ); Orange County EAC (KK4GZ, 
N4GJW); Radiological Monitor Teams (WA4SHV, N4GCL, WB8JZQ, WA4CRL, KJ4KX); 
Williamsburg EOC (W38ATQ); New Kent County EOC (WA4OVW). 


Modes of communication used included VHF packet, VHF voice, and HF voice. 


RACES was notified to activate at 0947 hours on the morning of August 7, and the 
call-up was accomplished on the Richmond 145.43 repeater at 0950 hours. 


The Virginia Emergency Net Alpha (VEN/A) was activated at 0950, and operations 
were secured at 1630 hours. VEN/A Net Control Stations included W4JLS, W38ATQ, 
N4GHI, WB4ZNB, and KB4NGO. Since this was a RACES operation, only formal, 
written traffic was handled. 


Preparation for the exercise included notification of the respective District 
Emergency Coordinators (DECs) by WB4ZTR of the upcoming exercise, and distributing 
preliminary information so that RACES operators could plan to participate. Since th 
drill is held on a weekday, permission for time off had to be obtained from employers, — 
and other arrangements had to be planned. This year’s volunteers included many "old ~ 
timers" who have seen several VOPEX exercises, and several "new comers," who 
experienced their first RACES drill. Communications by RACES went very well, with 
Federal evaluators giving RACES grades of "Good" to "Excellent." 


Special thanks go to those who were involved in the planning and training of this 
year’s VOPEX exercise: Jim Brodhead, DEC for Upper Rappahannock District #4, who 
lined up most of the RACES operators; Bob Smith, WA4YPV, of Richmond, who 
coordinated the packet training, and did such a super job getting the information out, 
Earl Bishop, N4EXQ, Va. EOC Radio Officer, who lined up operators for some of the 
"hard to get" spots, and coordinated with Virginia Department of Emergency Services. 


And, most importantly, the RACES volunteers mentioned above who freely gave 
their time and abilities to make this year’s exercise a success. 


To each of you, a warm, fraternal "Thank You" for a job well done. I have mailed a 
comment sheet to each participant, and welcome ideas, comments, and suggestions for 
improving future exercises. I hope that everyone involved went away with a positive 
attitude, learned from the day’s events, and are developing strategies to use in the event 
of a RACES activation.

- Bill returned at 1925Z and asked, "N3HLY - Ken are you still there?" I replied that 
had heard nothing from Dallas. I offered to make a phone call but Bill thanked me 
and said he would call later. 


I turned off my radio, sat back, feeling good about trying to help someone. I hadn’t 
handled any earth shaking message but I did feel good knowing that the casual 
Amateur Radio contact I had with far away Kenya had provided the potential of helping 
in such a situation. Isn’t that what Ham Radio is all about?

"TIME FOR SEARCHING, TIME FOR CHANGE" 
by Anatoliy Vladimirovich Gorokhovskiy, Editor-in-Chief, RADIO magazine 


The V Plenum of the DOSAAF Central Committee decided to call, in December 1990, 
an All-Union DOSAAF Conference with rights equivalent to those of a DOSAAF Congress. 
Perestroyka [Restructuring] in DOSAAF will determine the future, in fact the fate, of the 
Society and the relationship to it of those who remain members. It must be recognized that 
the times of "mechanical" [i.e. automatic] membership in DOSAAF are over. 


A change in the Society’s name is under discussion; DOSAAF is to be transformed from 
a centralized organization into a Union of Societies and Organizations Assisting in the 
Strengthening of the Defense of the Country. Republic defense societies and other societies 
and organizations, including informal ones, could become members, with equal rights. 


The very basic organizational changes proposed for the Society cannot fail to affect 
radio amateurs. In the early ’70s, club operation was caused great harm, from which 
amateur radio in the DOSAAF system has not yet recovered. 


"TOGETHER OR ALONGSIDE?" 


Valeriy Pakhomov, [UA3AO,] member, Shortwave Section, Moscow City Sport- 
Technical Radio Club: In developing suggestions for replacing DOSAAF, we should 
consider overseas experience. In America, for example, there exists the American radio 
amateur league and alongside it the united military radiosystem engaged in developing 
radio in the interest of the army, air force, and navy. [I can only guess this refers to 
MARS.] 


G. Yurchenko, Chairman, Ultrashortwave Section, Moscow City Sport-Technical Radio 
Club: ... Finally, permission was given to operate packet, but only to those with first- 
category stations. I don’t think this makes sense. In our club, twenty people have the first 
category. Twelve of these 20 people with first-category stations don’t intend to operate 
packet because they’re too old to master a new technique. But we have 308 members, 
mostly young inquisitive people, with second- and third-category stations, who are 
prohibited from using the new type of communication. So who will master packet 
communication? The remaining 8 people [with first-category stations]. Isn’t this too few? 


A. Novoselov, Chief of the Council of the Timiryazevskiy Inter-Rayon Sport-Technical 
Radio Club: ... We get a lot of help from the DOSAAF rayon committee. For this reason, 
- I don’t think we should leave the Defense Society. 


Leonid Mikhaylovich Labutin, [UA3CR/AB4LZ,] Member, Moscow City Sport-Technical 
Radio Club: I have a different point of view. I’m firmly convinced that our organizational 
troubles and our lag behind the technical level of civilized countries is due to the DOSAAF 
monopoly. The course of events in our country has convincingly shown the harm done by 
monopolies. The condition of our amateur radio movement is an example. In my view, the 
only way to change anything is to renounce the "ruling" role of DOSAAF (which in my view 


acts as a brake). Alternative radio amateur societies and organizations to the existing FRS 
of the USSR must be created. Here are concrete suggestions:

1. A plenum of the Federation of Radio Sport [FRS] should take a decision to abolish the 
present complete control presently exercised by DOSAAF and the FRS USSR over the 
amateur radio community. The plenum should allow the establishment of an independent 
alternative Union of Radio Amateurs or of any other individual groups or associations. 
2. The Union of Radio Amateurs and other public amateur radio groups must be guided by 
all-Union laws and be independent of all extraneous organizations. 

3. The leaders of the Union of Radio Amateurs should be elected for two-year terms from 
among experienced radio amateurs and be eligible for re-election once or twice. Officials of 
the Union should receive pay from members’ dues. 
4. The Ministry of Communication of the USSR and the amateur radio community should 
be requested to draft a new instruction defining the status of radio amateurs; the 
instruction should be confirmed and issued by the Ministry. 

5. The new instruction should not provide issuance of a radiostation operating permit upon 
application of any organization. 

6. Monitoring should be conducted by the Ministry of Communication of the USSR and by 
radio amateurs themselves. 

7. Radio amateurs wishing to receive permission to operate on the air should not be obliged 
to be members of the Union or of any other organization. 

8. License examinations should be administered locally, like driver-license examinations. 
A qualifying commission should be confirmed by local organs of the Ministry of 
Communication. 

9. Licenses should be issued by the Ministry of Communication of the USSR, based upon 
a certificate [spravka] issued by the qualifying commission and stating that the category 
of examination in question has been passed. 

10. The exchange of QSL cards, issuance of special callsigns, and representation of the 
Soviet radio amateur movement in international organizations should be worked out by the 
Federation of Radio Sport (retaining its old structure), the Union of Radio Amateurs, and 
other groups. 


"TO RADIO AMATEURS OF THE SOVIET UNION" 
(Appeal by the 2nd Conference of Radio Amateurs of the Volga area) 


Comrade Radio Amateurs! 


The state of affairs in shortwave and ultrashortwave amateur radio causes us deep 
concern. The rate of increase in our ranks doesn’t at all match the progress being made 
in communications. The introduction of computers and the use of repeaters in amateur 
radiocommunication are being held back artificially. Amateur interest in competitions is 
falling. The level of culture on the amateur airwaves is getting lower and lower. 
Constructive proposals set forth in the decisions of several radio amateur conferences are 
practically ignored by official organs. The drafting, clearing, and confirmation of basic 
documents and instructions regulating amateur radio activity have dragged on for years. 
Participation by the community in the drafting of such documents is minimal. 


This state of affairs bears testimony to the fact that the structure that has grown up 
under the aegis of DOSAAF isn’t capable of resolving the problems of developing and 
managing the radio amateur movement in this country. 


Local and regional associations and clubs should be established; based on these, republic 
_ associations and an all-Union society of radio amateurs can be created. 


Voluntary membership, economic independence, and a democratic structure must be the 
basic principles underlying the creation of these associations. 


Only we ourselves, the radio amateurs, can change the situation for the better.

"RADIOSTATION RETURNED" 


Last year Khar’kov radioamateur Aleksey Nikolayevich Melenets appealed to "Radio" 
for help. The local UVD?, based on slander by "well-wishers," confiscated his radio 
equipment. "Radio" sent his complaint to the Office of the Prosecutor of the USSR and 
A. Melenets received this letter from the Khar’kov Public Prosecutor’s Office: 


"Your complaint to the editors of Radio’ magazine about the illegal confiscation of 
radio equipment has been examined by the Khar’kov City Public Prosecutor’s Office. 


"It has been determined that the radio equipment confiscated from you ... is being kept 
at the present time in the radio operator’s office of the Khar’kov UVD. 


"To receive the radio equipment, you will need to contact the Chief of the Khar’kov 
UVD, who has been instructed to return the radio equipment to you." 


Comrade Melenets sent "Radio" a copy of a receipt he had to give the militia: 


"Receipt. I, Melenets, Aleksey Nikolayevich, residing at Apt. 148, 175 Sverdlov St., 
Khar’kov, have received from workers of the UVD of the city of Khar’kov C-1-13 
oscilloscope No. 030604 in partially working condition, 1978 UZ-54 electronic-calculating 
frequency meter No. 809164 not in working condition, a 23RTN radiostation without 
batteries and with damaged wiring, and three batteries, in my apartment, in the presence 
of my mother, Melenets, Nataliya Grigor’yevna. Melenets, A." 


"All’s well that ends well,” Melenets notes bitterly, but nobody apologized and he had 
to see to the repair of the damaged equipment at his own expense.

- Auto-Call keeps getting bigger and better as time goes on and our number of 
subscribers has doubled in the last four years. But costs have been going up, too, and . 
we’re not making ends meet. The price of subscriptions is going to have to go up. 


Six years ago we were putting out a 32 page magazine and getting $6.00 a year for a 
subscription. Now we are putting out 64 pages a good deal of the time - and we’re still 
charging $6.00. Printing costs have gone up, mailing cost have gone up and there is a . 


threat of another postage increase, everything has gone up except our income. We have | 


kept hoping to attract more Display Advertisers to bring in additional money but we 
haven’t been successful. In the mean time, the Foundation has been subsidizing the 
magazine and considering it as a services to the community, but the "bite" is beginning 
to hurt. Effective 1 January 1991, the subscription rate will be increased to $8.00/year. 


We think even that is a real bargain but, up to the end of this year, you will still be 
able to enter a new subscription or renewal of subscription:at the present rate of $6.00 
per year. The only catch is that the subscription period may not extend beyond 
December of 1992. At that.time we want to have another look at the budget. If we can 
get some more Display Advertisers by then, there shouldn’t be any need for any change.

A Letter from New Delhi 
By Bob Blumberg, AA4U/VU2NBT 


- [Written to the Arlington Amateur Radio Club] 


I’ve been keeping up with your activities through Auto-Call and I’ve been very 
pleased to see how active the Arlington club is. How come as soon as I leave things 
really pick up? Is there a lesson in this? 


After a 10% month wait, my Indian license (VU2NBT arrived in February 1990. To 
say the least, there was a lot of pent-up demand for playing radio. 


We live not far from some Embassies, so our row house rooftop just looks like 
- another Embassy with a Cushcraft A-3 with 40 meter element on.a 10 foot tripod, two 
- HF vertical, OSCAR antennas, 2-meter vertical (and the "company" VHF antenna), all 
within a 30’ x 30’ areal. 


We have the first two floors of the row house and our landlord lives on the top. 
Needless to say, I was concerned about getting roof access: One day not long after we 
arrived the landlord noticed the magnet wire antenna I had strung out the window for 
SWLing and asked about it. I carefully edged into the wireless subject. Before I even 
asked about rooftop access, he said,."You know, the roof is yours for whatever you 
wish!" I managed to retain my composure and calmly replied, "Thank You." 


The QSL bureau here had been dead for two year, so the demand for VU cards is 
great and I can cause a nice pileup every time I get on. It’ like running my own little 
contest for an hour or so whenever I want, which is great for a contester like me. I 
usually work CW on HF and retreat to OSCAR or nice leisurely chats on SSB, although 
here are sometimes pileups there. OSCAR 13 produces excellent signals here. The 
Government won’t give the U.S. Embassy permission for a satellite uplink, but I have 
one! There are a few stations on 2-meter FM simplex here and I’ve been told there are 
a few repeaters in India. I’ve been using the WB2DND logging software and send a 
monthly disk to my QSL manager (WA4FVT) to append to the master file. 


I’ve been trying to. start a new radio club to replace the defunct one, but we have 
been unable to find a meeting place There just aren’t such things readily available 
-' here. At home we could use the community room of a bank or similar. 


I’ve been keeping very busy with various computer and energy consulting jobs. My 
goal of no more than 4 hours work per day has been violated terribly lately. This is not 
good. I have, however, learned that being a dependent spouse is the way nature 
intended things! It’s been great to say on a week day, "Today we put up antennas!" 
[Ed. note: The working YF, Andrea, holds Technician class license.] 


Living here is not without its frustrations. People here exist in four centuries 
simultaneously, which causes some strange events and philosophies. Everyone gets sick. 
The intestinal buggies here are pretty robust and nasty.. Even if one drinks only boiled 
and filtered water and eats fruits and vegetables soaked in Clorox and washed with 
-detergent, one still gets sick. Medical’problems abound and the medical facilities are far . 
‘below Western standards. Anything beyond a relatively minor problem requires a 
medical evacuation to Frankfurt or Bangkok. 


We have about six months of very nice weather - reasonable days and cool nights. 
The other six months it gets really hot - up to about 117F during the day, but dry. 
Then the monsoons arrive and the temperature drops a little but the humidity shoots 
up. When the electricity goes off it gets real hot, real fast when you are without an air 
_. conditioner. .

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A Letter from New Delhi - Continued 
Shortly after we arrived, New Delhi got, local access to a PAD (packet assembler 


disassembler) with a gateway to the international X. 25 data system. By calling a local 
number, I can connect to Telenet, or Tymnet in the U.S. within seconds at a cost of 24¢ 


per minute and 18¢ for every 640 characters transmitted or received. This compares 
with almost $4 per minute for long distance phone. So I can: exchange E-Mail with 


Washington daily, originate FAXes from heme etc. It’s made the world seem a lot 


smaller. 


I usually have Beds on 14,064 on Bridas at 0300Z (short: path) and Saturdays at 


1200 and 1230Z (long path) - this may change with the shift back to EST, I made; some. 


80-meter CW long path contacts with the U.S. earlier in the year. Apparently this zone 
is very rare on 80 from the U.S. and it causes quite a stir. : 


I’m not sure when we will be back in the U.S. - probably sometime in the fall. We 
will pass through Washington and be on the N4EFJ Pepaeler and hope to make it to a 
club meeting. 


Everyone keep up the good work. . ! hh |

They can 
even match original paint colors. It was a 
pleasure to listen to the enthusiasm of 
somebody really committed to 
craftsmanship. There are several mint 
condition 1937 Cords for sale. Of course, 
if you have to ask "how much," you 
probably can’t afford them. They restore 
about 60 vehicles a year. 


At our first August meeting, we tried 
for a little membership feedback and 
found some interesting things. Of our 
two hundred plus members (about 30 are 
absentee) about 70 are "active." We have 
more than 50% Advanced and Extra Class 
license holders who rate their on-the-air 
activity at between little and some. 
Though the members average being 
licensed for 12 years, the majority have 
been club members for less than 5 years. 
Of the 41 members who responded to the 
question, only 5 had an XYL that was 
interested in the hobby. 


Our second August meeting was a 
session with Kieth - WU2Y, who 
journeyed down from Jersey to give a talk 
and demo on computer assisted hamming. 
His computer called up DX packet cluster 
nets and printed selected tidbits on the 
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screen. Then, with a mouse, it could 
highlight a call sign, check the log file, set 
the rig frequency and mode (keeping you 
out of band segments not covered by your 
license). All this without lifting a finger. 
He also had an optical disc version of the 
U.S. Callbook. Punch in a call and in six 
seconds or less the printer spits out a 
date, time, RST, handle and QTH on a 
completed QSL card. As someone 
remarked, "this thing could take the 
exam, get its own license and go 
contesting all by itself!" 


We’re adding a wrinkle to this fall’s 
training class in that. if the attendees 
want to put together a simple 40 cw 
receiver kit, we have enough "Elmers" to 
provide over-the-shoulder support. We’re 
encouraging this to eliminate the excuse 
that there’s no way to practice code 
between weekly class sessions. It should 
also make that section on operating 
procedures easier to understand if they 
have had a month or so of on-the-air 
monitoring.

We just finished our Special Event for the 
year and what an event it was! On the 
weekend of 25-26 August, we operated 
WA4AVU/4 from the Big Meadows area of 
Shenandoah National Park (Skyline Drive).
